$22,000 NECKLACE HELD. 


Philadelphia Woman Sends It by Her

Suicide of Cashier enterprise 
Led to Exposure, 


HELD $782,000 STATE FUNDS 


|Charges Had Been Made Concerning 
the Automobile Club ot France at the 


Institution—President Was 
2. Dummy.

PITTSBURG, Penn., Oct. 18.—Cashier T. 
Lee Clarke of the Enterprise National 
Bank of Allegheny, and an ider in the 
First United Presbyterian Church of 
| Bellevue, committed suicide to-day by 
taking laudanum and shooting himself. 
The Enterprise bank was closed by the 
National Bank Examiner. 

The Enterprise National Bank had al- 
most $750,000 in State funds. That the 
bank was carrying $700,000 in paper from 
Pennsylvania politicians is also .alleged. 
It is asserted to-night that the failure of 
the Santa Fé system to take over an 
option on property in Arizona promoted 
by Cashier Clarke and others was the in- 
direct cause of the crash. 

How much of the State money was used 
up in this deal has not been made public, 
but there is a record of one loan of $200,- 
000 to a concern managed by W. R. An- 
drews, Territorial representative of New 
Mexico, in connection with F. J. Torrance, 
& prominent Pennsylvania Republican pol- 
iticilan, ex-State Senator Arthur Kennedy, 
and Cashier Clarke. 

In the bank's affairs all is chaos. Pres!- 

dent Frederick Gwinner said to-night: 

“I have been only a dummy President. 

They used me, my name and my money. 

It will kill the Republican Party in Penn- 
sylvania. At least, I hope so, for they 
have killed Clarke and have ruined me as 
well as many others. We have been ruined 
by the accursed Republican machine in 
Pennsylvania.” 

Last week State ‘Banking Commissioner 
John A. Berkey of Somerset and John W. 
Morrison, one of his deputies, visited the 
bank. Yesterday State Treasurer Math- 
leu sent an additional deposit of State 
funds amounting to $50,000, which made 
the total amount of State funds in the 
bank $782,000. 

Torrance, who is head of the standard 
Manufacturing Company, and one of the 
leading Republicans of Pennsylvania, is 
now seriously ill. He has been closely 
identified with the officials of the bank 
now in the hands of a receiver. 

Last evning Cashier Clarke went to the 
bank where he remained over his books 
until long after midnight. About 9 o'clock 
Presidént Gwinner dropped in to see him.

PRESIDENT PROHIBITS . 
TALKING BY CABINET 


Forbids Discussion of Meetings 


, oF Government Policies, 


WARNS OF REPORTERS WILES 


Friendship or 8 ust Bo 
Guarded Against—Heads of De- 
partments Stunned.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.— Every mem- 
ber of the Cabinet is carrying in hig in- 
side pocket to-night a letter from Secre- 
tary Loeb which, if it has its effect, will 
bottle up Cabinet proceedings airtight. It 
expresses the President absolute wish 
that not one word be said by any mem- 
ber of the Cabinet about anything that 
takes place in the Cabinet room. 

The letter was written in manifold yes- 
terday, and was received by all the Cabi- 
net in due course of business to-day soon 
after the President took his e 
for the South. 

The letter is a page and a here long, 
and starts out with the injuncion from 
the President that every member of the 
Cabinet observe absolute secrecy as to 
all that takes pias in the Cabinet meet 


ings. 
“It has been pana the subject of an 
understanding,“ says the letter, with 


the three press associations that nothing 
is to be given out hereafter in regard 
to Cabinet meetings. This will do away 
with the unseemly practice, which self- 
respecting members of the press have al- 
ways disliked to follow, of waylaying 
members of the Cabinet as they come out 
from the Cabinet meetings and asking 
them for information of what has taken 
place. 

It is to be hoped that in e of 
this request, which places each member 
of the Cabinet under the solemn moral 
obligation not to discuss proceedings of 
the meetings of the Cabinet, no one will 
in a moment of weakness or of good 
nature give to a special cerrespondent 
whom he may especially like, or for whom 
he feels sorry, a statement of anything 
that has happened in Cabinet meetings. 
Such a course would make it necessary 
to go back to the old practice of giving 
out a résumé of what has been done by 
the Cabinet, which is undesirable. Mem- 
bers of the Cabinet will also please refrain 
from discussing policies, either of their 
own or those of the Administration.’’ 

The members of the Cabinet were fairly 
stunned by this announcement and com- 
mand.

EIGHT KILLED BY TORNADO.

Splendid Memories Left by War. 

“The wounds left by the great civil 
war have long healed, but its memories 
remain. Think of it, oh, my countrymen, 
think of the good fortune that is ours! 


That, whereas every other war of modern 
times has left feelings of rancor and 
bitterness to keep asunder the combat- 
ants, Our great war has left to the sons 
and daughters of the men who fought, 
on which ever side they fought, the same 
right to feel the keenest pride in the 
great deeds alike of the men who fought 
on one side and of the men who fought on 
the other. 

The proud self-sacrifice, the resolute 
and daring courage, the high and stead- 
fast devotion to the right as each man 
saw it, whether Northerner or Southerner, 
these qualities render all Americans for- 
ever the debtors of those who in the dark 
days from 61 to 65 proved their truth 
by their endeavor. Here around Rich- 
mond, here in your own State, there lies 
battlefield after battlefield, rendered for- 
ever memorable by the men who count- 
ed death as but a little thing when 
weighed in the balance against doing their 
dut as it was given them to see it. 

hese men have left us of the young- 
er generation not merely the memory of 
what they did in war but of what they 
Aid in peace. Foreign observers predicted 
that when such a great war closed it 
would be impossible for the hundreds of 
thousands of combatants to return to the 
paths of ce. They predicted ceaseless 
disorder, wild turbulence, the alternation 
of anarchy and despotism. 

But the good sense and self-restraint 
of the average American citizen falsified 
these prophecies. The eat armies dis- 
banded, and the private in the ranks, like 
the officer who had commanded him, 
went back to take up the threads of his 


life Ney he had dropped them when 
the call fo arms came. 
“Tt was a wonderful, a marvelous 


thing, in a ee won consecrated to peace 
with but an infinitesimal regular army, 
to devalop so quickly the huge hosts 
which fronted one another between the 
James and the Potomac and along the 
Mississippi and its tributaries. ut it 
was an even more wonderful, an even 
more . thing how these great 
hosts, orre their work done, resolved 
themselves into the general fabric of the 
Nation. — 


Praise for the New South. 
Great though the meed of praise is 
which is due the South for the soldierly 
valor her sons displayed during the four 


years of war, I think that even greater 
"comb is due to her for what her people 

ave accomplished in the forty years of 
peace which followed. 

For forty years the South has made 
not merely a courageous but at times a 
desperate struggle, as she has striven for 
moral and material well-being. Her suc- 
cess has been extraordinary, and all citi- 
zens of our common country should feel 
joy and pride in it, for any great deed 
done or any fine qualities shown by one 
group of Americans of necessity reflects 
credit upon all Americans. 

Only a heroic people could have bat- 
tled successfully against the conditions 
with which the p eof the South found 
themselves face to face at the end of the 
civil war. There had been utter desfruc- 
tion and disaster, and wholly: new busi- 
ness and social problems had to be faced 
with the scantiest means. The economic 
and political fabric had to be readjusted 
in the midst of dire want, of grinding 
poverty. The future of the broken, war- 


| swept South seemed beyond hope, and if 


her sons and daughters had been of weak- 
er fibre there would in very truth have 
been no hope. 

„ But the men and the sons of the 
men who had faced with unfaltering front 
every alternation of good and evil for- 
tune from Manassas to Appomattox, and 
the women, their wives and mothers 
whose courage and endurance had 
reached an even higher heroic’ level— 
these men and these women set them- 
selves undauntedly to the great task be- 
fore them. 

„ For twenty years the struggle was 
hard and at times doubtful. Then the 
splendid qualities of your manhood and 
womanhood told. as they were bound to 
tell, and the wealth of your extraordinary 
natural resources began to be shown.

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THE POWER OF DISMISSAL. 
The new order as to dismissals issued 
by the President makes a considerable | 
change in the tenure of office in the 
Federal service. The change in some 
respects will be for the better, in some 
respects it will not. 

The essence of the change ts the 


‘withdrawal from an employé of the 


right to be heard in his own defense on 
charges served on him before dismissal. 
Under the old rule there was no 
„trial required, nor was it necessary 
that the charges should be specific or 
that they should be sustained by evi- 
dence. The appointing officer simply 
gerit the employé whom he wished to 
discharge for any cause, other than the 
political reasons which are forbidden 
by law, a statement of the causes of ro- 
moval, gave him a chance to be heard, 
and then exercised his discretion as to 
the dismissal. That discretion was 
really very little hampered; it is hardly 
too much to say that it was not ham- 
pered at all except by the reluctance 
of the heads of departments to face the 
employés with their reasons. Under 
the new rule the heads of departments, 
or the President, still must state their 
reasons for removal in writing and file

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—Persons in- 
fmical to Francis B. Loomis who have 
rejoiced over his departure from the State 
Department did so prematurely.

When his retirement was announced at 
Oyster Bay it was stated in respénse to 
inquiries that no provision had been 


made for his political future. However,

There is no such place as confidential 
adviser to the State Department.“ It 


_@eems that Mr. Loomis's ultimate niche 


in the department has not been fully de- 


cided upon as yet. What he actually has 
done is to take possession of the offices 
and clerks left over by John A. Kasson 
when that indignant official threw up his 
place as reciprocity Commissioner in dis- 
gust. Mr. Loomis does not seem to be 
taking the exact place that Kasson left, 
but whatever he is doing or is to do for 
the department is done or to be done 
with the staff that Kasson left. 

It has been the impression that Kasson's 
place would never be filled, but would 
be abolished by law. When the tariff 
makers reformed the customs schedules 
upward under the guidance of Nelson 
Dingley, they threw a sop to the advo- 
cates of revision downward by making 
elaborate provision for _ reciprocity 
treaties, and they went so far as to cre- 
ate a special reciprocity bureau. . 

Kasson, a sincere advocate of reci- 
procity, was made Commissioner, and 
proceeded to negotiate a number of re- 
ciprocity treaties. The Senate then de- 
veloped the real importance of the re- 
elprocity bureau by allowing every treaty 
quietly to die. After years of this Kasson 
indignantly resigned, declaring that the 
bureau was a farce. Although no attempt 
was made to fill the vacant position, his 
three clerks are still there, and the of- 
fice never has been abolished. 

Whether Mr. Loomis is actually to suc- 
ceed Kasson and take up that official's 
fruitiess labor by attempting to negotiate 
@ reciprocity treaty that can get a hear- 
ing in the Senate or whether he is to 
perform some other labor under the title 
has not yet been developed. At present 


his duties are confined to giving advice 
to Secretary Root and Assistant Secretary 
- Bacon.
